1715 cents in wage increases by 
next January; 842 cents in other 
benefits: a union shop, which 
would ccmpel union membership 
for all workers: and an 18-month 
contract instead of the usual one- 
year agreement. 

The union promptly said the 
proposals were acceptable as the 
basis of a new contract. The in- 
dustry said they were much too 
high. 

Agitation Over Union Shop. 

Congress has been most agi- 
tated by the union shop proposal 
and it is certain the House in- 
quiry will spend a lot of time on 
that issue.

—A major effort to settle the two-

Steelman, acting defense mo- 
bilizer and President's Truman's 
top labor mediator, said through 
a spokesman he had been meeting 
separately “for the last several 
days” with labor and manage- 
ment officials.

Truman seized the nation’s ma- 
jor railroads in August 1950 to 
choke off a threatened strike. 
Still involved in the fight over a 
new contract are three of the four 
big operating unions—the engi- 
neers, the conductors and the 
firemen—with a total member- 
ship of slightly more than 150,000. 
The fourth union, the brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen, set- 
tled its dispute in May of 1951. 

Main stumbling block to agree- 
ment is a railroad demand for 
some changes in four working 
rules which play a large role in 
the workers’ day-to-day working 
conditions and directly § affect 
their pay. 

As to wages themselves, the 
carriers and unions have been in 
substantial agreement on a pay 
boost of 37 cents for those work- 
| ing in the yards and of 224 cents

DUTCH TO PERK UP 


Netherlands Accelerated 
Military Effort After 
Taking Rebuke With 
Good Grace.

THE HAGUE, April 26—When 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower first 
visited Holland after he assumed 
the Supreme Allied Command 15 
months ago, he left behind a let- 
ter of pointed suggestions as to 
how the Dutch might show a lit- 
tle more spirit and effort in set- 


ting their defenses in order. 

It was one of the few direct 
“spankings” administered by Gen. 
Eisenhower. The Dutch were not 
exactly “bad boys” in the North 
Atlantic classrooms but they were 
akin to a young man of brains, 
ability and affluence who is some- 
thing of a sluggard.

Considerable Change.

WASHINGTON, April ,26 (AP)—The Republican primary in 
Massachusetts next Tuesday may go a long way to determining 
whether Senator Robert A. Taft or Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower will 
take the most delegates into the July presidential convention. 
Taft now leads in delegates favoring, him. He may retain that 
lead unless Eisenhower crashes through in three key states with 


large delegations—Massachusetts, 

On the basis of local surveys 
at this time, apparently neither 
candidate can reach the 603 votes 
needed for a first-ballot nomina- 
tion at Chicago. 

The Associated Press tabulation 
~based on delegates pledged, in- 
structed, favorable or willing to 
state a first-ballot choice and on 
concessions — showed, Taft 233, 
Eisenhower 216. 

Twenty-seven states, the District 
' of Columbia and two territories 
will pick a little less than one- 
half of the delegates between now 
and July to complete the 1205 
list for the convention. 

Outside of Massachusetts, Mis- 
souri and Texas, Taft now seems 
likely to pick up about 50 votes 
more than Eisenhower — largely 
due to his expectation of getting 
56 in the May 6 Ohio primary. 

Massachusetts Republicans may 
express themselves directly on 
their preference for the party’s 
nominee, with a space provided on 
the ballot for a write-in. 

Campaigns have been conduct- 
ed for both Taft and Eisenhower 
on this front, and Taft has spoken 
in the state. “Ike” and ‘‘Bob” 
nicknames written on the ballot 
will be counted. 

More important, perhaps, will 
be the voters’ choice of 38 na- 
tional convention delegates, 10 
at large and two from each of 14 
congressional districts. The at- 
large slate has two pledged to 
Taft, two favoring Eisenhower 
and six undeclared. 

Taft and Eisenhower delegates 
are running in each district and 
in three of the 14 there is a slate 
supporting Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur, who says he isn’t running. 

Taft has predicted he will get a 
“fair share” of the district dele- 
gates. Eisenhower leaders have 
withheld any forecasts. 

If Massachusetts proves some- 
thing of a toss-up, Missouri's 
selection of 26 delegates—begin- 
ning with an eighth district con- 
vention there Tuesday, will shape 
up as highly important.

More Lawyers in Congress, 


- Doctor: Supply 


Low but Steady 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP) 
—NMore and more lawyers are get- 
ting elected to Congress. On the 
other hand, the supply of dentists 


|and doctors in Congress remains 


‘low but steady. 

The statistics on the education- 
al background of Congressmen 
were inserted in the Congression- 
al Record the other day by Rep- 
resentative Magee (Dem.), Mis- 
souri. 

They are the result of a study 
made by Dr. George S. Reuter Jr., 
a University of Missouri profes- 
sor. He got the facts on Congress- 
men for the years 1937 through 
1951 from information supplied by 
the Congressmen themselves, in 
their biographies in the directory. 

The swing to lawyers for law- 
makers shows up in both House 
and Senate. 

In 1937, one hundred and forty- 
one Representatives said they had 
law degrees. In 1951, the number 
had gone up to 166. The Senate 
showed a similar increase, from 39 
to 49. 

Physicians seem to be in. no 
rush to diagnose the ailments of 
the world. There were six doctor- 
Representatives in 1939, and there 
were six in 1951. The Senate has 
gone downhill, medically speak- 
ing, from one to none. 

Dentists have shown a gain. 
There was one dentist-Repre- 
sentative in 1937, and there’s one 
today: Representative Brehm 


(Rep.), Ohio. The Senate has 
gone from none to one: Senator 
Hunt (Dem.), Wyoming. 

Fewer Congressmen are show- 
ing up who never went to college, 
or, at least, fewer are saying so 
in their biographies. In 1937, 
there were 137 Representatives 
who gave no indication that they 
ever had had college or univer- 
sity training. Ditto for 20 Sen- 
ators. Now 80 Representatives 
and only 13 Senators make no 
report of a college education. 

Anyone who studies the Con- 
gressional Directory can't help 
noticing how often a Congress- 
man proudly notes he still lives

OHIO EXPERT'S VIEWS 


Taft Shooting for a Landslide. 
Shutout in Ohio Primary May 6 


Apparently Assured 


With His ‘Independent’ Machine Running 
Smoothly on Made- 


of All 56 Delegates 


to-Measure Track.

CLEVELAND, April 26—Less 
than a fortnight before Ohio’s 
May 6 primary election, there is 
strong indication that United 
States Senator Robert A. Taft will 
win every one of the state’s 56 
delegates to the Republican na- 
tional convention from his only 
opponent, Harold E. Stassen. 


Nevertheless, Taft is urging his 
home state suf porters, who in- 
clude without exception each of 
the. 88 county organizations, the 
state organization and all the ma- 
jor Republican officeholders and 
aspirants, to pour it on. He is 
shooting for a shut-out of land- 
slide proportions, 


The crystal ball is less clear 
for the Democratic picture, where 
Senator Estes Kefauver is con- 
testing a favorite son, former 
United States Senator Robert J. 
Bulkley, a venerable Clevelander. 


For one thing, Kefauver has 
filed a slate of only 33 delegates. 
Eight of these, his at-large dele- 
gates, on whom al} Democratic 
voters ballot, would have only a 
half-vote apiece if elected. Thus, 
if the Tennessee crime buster 
swept the board, he could win 
only 29 of the Buckeye delega- 
tion’s 54 national convention 
votes. 

Evegything Favors Machine. 

Ohio has the reputation of run- 
ning one of the “tightest” presi- 
dential primaries in the country. 
It seems to be constructed for the 
convenience of organization-spon- 
sored candidates. This is what 
makes analysis and forecast even 
more than ordinarily hazardous. 

First of all, national conven- 
tion delegates run under politi- 
cally the same conditions as as- 
pirants for public office. They 
must file petition signatures and 
their names then appear on the 
office-type ballot in an alpha- 
betic order which is rotated to 
give each candidate a turn at 
the top of the list as frequently 
as any of his opponents. 

Under the name of each dele- 
gate-candidate, in much smaller 
type, is listed the identity of his 
presidential first and second 
choices. 

Ohio law further requires the 
written consent of the  presi- 
dential candidate— a technicality 
that kept the name of Gen. 
Eisenhower off the May ballot. 

The Republicans have 10 dele- 
gates at large to be chosen this 
year. In addition, two district 
delegates will be elected from 


| 


sional districts by the voters of 
those districts. 

The Democratic at-large quota 
is eight. Partly because of tra- 
dition, but also to make things 
tougher for the anti-organization 
candidates, the Democratic state 
executive committee decided two 
days before the Feb. 6 candidates’ 
filing deadline to give their at- 
large delegates a half-vote each. 
Therefore, there are 16 Demo- 
cratic at-large candidates running 
for Bulkley but only eight for 
Kefauver. Like the Republicans, 
the Democrats also choose two 
delegates from each of the 23 
congressional districts. Kefauver 
did not file in some districts and 
in others his delegates were ruled 
ineligible for lack of sufficient 
petition signatures. 

Most observers, and even the 
conservative Senator Taft him- 
self, would be greatly surprised 
if Stassen won a single delegate. 
Stassen does not seem to have 
generated the enthusiasm which, 
in 1948, caused Ohio voters to 
give him nine delegates. On that 
occasion Stassen sought only 23 
of the 53 available convention 
seats. 

In addition to that, Taft today 
seems to be stronger in Ohio 
than at any time in his career— 
stronger than when he slaugh-

Plans for the St. Louis air raid 
warning .system have been ap- 
proved by the Federal Civil De- 
fense Administration in Washing- 
ton, Mayor Joseph M. Darst an- 
nounced yesterday. 


The warning system proposed 
here is the first complete system 
to be processed and approved by 
the federal agency it was said. 


Construction of the project will | 
start in the near future. Half of | 
the estimated cost of $123,961 will | | 
be borne by the Federal Govern- 
ment and the remainder by the | 
city. The city’s share has already | 
been appropriated and is on de- 
posit with the State Director of 
Civil Defense at Jefferson City. 

Plans for the warning system 
were developed for St. Louis Di- 
rector of Civil Defense Raymond 
R. Tucker by a communications 
subcommittee headed by E. F. 
Heins, plant superintendent for 
nq Southwestern Bell Telephone 

0. 
They call for the installation 
of 127 electrically driven, five 
horsepower, general alarm sirens 
at strategic points in the city. 
Nine will be mounted on roofs on 
downtown buildings and the re- 
maining 118 will be placed on 35- 
foot poles in alleys in other sec- 
tions of the city. 

Each of the units, which will 
cost about $976, will be enclosed 
in a metal housing to protect it 
from the weather. Tucker said 
that upon completion of the in- 
stallation the city will be in posi- 
tion to conduct air raid drills for 
the general public and to provide 
tests for the various Civil De- 
fense operating services.

A Dangerous Device? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I believe Mr. Truman’s recent seizure 
of the steel industry, plus the telephone 
and other difficulties, shows the fallacy 
of some things that we have all allowed 
to happen the last few years. 

It brings to light the danger of na- 
tion-wide or industry-wide bargaining. 
If we had not had industry-wide bar- 
gaining we would not have had the steel 
trouble, nor the telephone trouble, nor 
prospective coal difficulties. 

I can understand why big business is 
in favor of this type of bargaining, be- 
cause it strengthens its hand, and indi- 
rectly is a means of controlling prices. 
However, it is certainly setting up a 
good many industries for Government 
seizure and perhaps Government own- 
ership as well. I am afraid that the 
telegraph company will not be too long 
in coming under Government operation. 
It cannot profitably operate with its 
present costs because people will not 
use its services in sufficient quantity. 

How long before the Post Office takes 
over the telegraph company? While 
the telephone company is at present 
prospering it is borrowing a lot of 
money, and it too may have to go under 
Uncle’s wing whenever we have a mild 
depression. 

Frankly, there is no reason why the 
operations of Scullin Steel in St. Louis, 
or Granite City Steel across the river, 
should be tied in with the steef mills 
in Pittsburgh, or the steel mills of 
Alabama.

If we are going to have a continua- 
tion of the same type of government 
our ancestors came to this continent 
to establish, isn’t it about time that 
we put a little meaning into competitive 
free enterprise, and prevent both busi- 
ness and labor from bargaining on a 
national basis? It does neither the 
public, small business, nor the employes 
any good. Why not stop it by law be- 
fore it is too late? J.F.

Who Wins in Winner-Take-All? 


Twenty years ago Missourl received a memo- 
rable lesson from an election of Congressmen at 
large. . The result was havoc to representative 
government. Yet today that lesson is forgotten 
in the selfishness of partisan politics. 

This year again the state seems headed toward 

_a reckless free-for-all in electing its Congress- 
men. Will history repeat itself? 
‘ Conditions are somewhat different, of course. 
In 1932 a Democratic Legislature wrote an unfair 
plan for congressional districts, and a Republi- 
can Governor’s veto forced an election at large. 

In 1952 the Democratic legislators have done 
the same thing, with their Governor’s approval, 
but the Republicans have filed petitions for 
a referendum on the redistricting bill. That 
will mean another at-large election unless Demo- 
crats manage to block the petitions in court. 

Twenty years ago the Roosevelt landslide gave 
the Democrats the whole congressional delega- 
tion. Today the Republicans are betting that 
this is their year. Nobody knows, but one thing 
history makes plain: The voters do not get just 
representation out of an election at large. 

- » * 


After the 1930 census, Missouri offered its 


usual inequalities in congressional districts. The . 


“T-bone” Seventh district wandered across half 
the state, and one St. Louis district contained 
nearly twice as many citizens as one of the rural 
districts. In fact, the state had not been redis- 
tricted in 30 years. 

In the 1931 districting bill, the Democratic leg- 
islators saw to it that their party would have 
eight or nine “safe” congressional districts out of 
13. Gov. Henry S. Caulfield promptly vetoed 
the bill. The issue was taken all the way to 
the United States Supreme Court, but the veto 
was upheld. This left the state without districts 
and compelled the election of Congressmen 
through a state-wide vote. 

Today’s predicament is not much different. 
The 1950 census and national reapportionment 
left Missouri with only 11 congressional seats. 
The Democrats have tried to map out nine of 
them for themselves, and Republican resistance 
is leading toward elections at large. 

” ” * 

In such elections voting procedure is complex. 
This year’s primary voters would be allowed to 
vote for no more than 11 men on the ticket of 
one party. The 11 receiving the highest votes 
on each ticket would be nominated. In the gen- 
eral election, the 11 with the most votes, re- 
gardless of party, would go to Congress. 

This procedure would involve a wild scramble 
for nomination. In 1932 there were 85 candidates 
for congressional nominations, and neither party 
managed to settle on a regular slate. But the 
situation was a setup for Boss Tom Pendergast, 
ruling Kansas City with 100,000 votes. 

Pendergast actually indorsed 22 candidates for 
the 13 places on the Democratic ballot. He was 
trying to pick up extra support for his favore 
ites by a catch-all technique, and he succeeded. 

All 13 Democratic primary victors had Pender- 
gast support. Only one strong Pendergast man 
lost out. The Kansas City vote swung victory to 
five candidates and lack of it blocked the re- 
nomination of two Congressmen. 

When votes are spread among so many candi- 
dates and voters are confused, it is simpler for 
a minority bloc to capture control. In 1952 there 


| 


is no all-powerful political machine in Missouri 
but there is a loose Pendergast-Nacy-Conran alli 
ance across the state, and the Callanan combine 
in St. Louis. Their efforts will bear watching. 
But even the 1932 campaign was not entirely 
machine-run. The primary turn-out was too 
large to permit that, and the man whom Pender- 
gast backed against Senator Bennett Champ 
Clark was snowed under in a five-man field. 
Repeal of Prohibition alone swayed many votes. 


The voters’ confusion was evident enough. The 
host of congressignal candidates did not get 
nearly as many votes as the fewer gubernatorial 
candidates, and many ballots were invalidated 
because voters marked more than 13 names. 
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With ballots scattered among so many candi- 
dates the effect of many a vote was thrown away. 
Some of the candidates who lost trailed the 13 
winners closely. Congressman Joseph B. Shan- 
non of Kansas City led the last man elected to 
the Democratic ticket by as many votes as his 
margin over the leading Republican nominee. 


Geographically the results were a mess, espe- 
cially on the Democratic side. The party nomi- 
nated only two men from St. Louis, one from 
Kansas City, and 10 from outstate. 


This representation hardly followed, any fair 
measure of population and later produced one 
especially odd result. The Democrats nominated 
and then elected two men from Springfield and 
one from Clinton. Eventually they were all 
placed in one district and the three Congressmen 
had to run against each other in 1934. 

* ™ . 


The 1932 general election only confirmed the 
jumble of the primary. In the Roosevelt land- 
slide the Democrats captured the entire congres- 
sional delegation by pluralities of 400,000. 


So Missouri was stuck with a doubly unbal- 
anced representation in Congress. The two big 
city areas, with 41 per cent of the state’s popula- 
tion, had only 23 per cent of the delegation. The 
Republican party, with three-eighths of the votes, 
could not claim a single seat. 


In 1933 the victorious Democrats again set out 
to redistrict the state and did a worse job than 
before. They gave St. Louis and St. Louis 
county only three Congressmen when the city’s 
population alone warranted three. One legisla- 
tor explained the misrepresentation by shouting 
at the Republicans: “I’ll tell you why we give 
Jackson county two districts. It’s because Jack- 
son has the best Democratic organization in the 
state, that’s why!” 

* o * 

That was the end result of the 1932 election 
of Congressmen at large. Geographical and pop- 
ular representation were kicked out. A political 
machine grabbed the victory. The influence of 
voters on party nominations was muddled in the 
primary, and the influence of the minority party 
was abolished in the election. 

When votes count for so little and are spread 
over the map and a flock of candidates, voters 
are disfranchised by fractions. 

Now, once more, Missouri is moving toward 
another back-alley election brawl, winner take 
all. Advantage may go to either party. But it 
could hardly go to just representation, or to 
the credit of the Legislature which palmed off 
this prospect on the people of Missouri.

Campaigning in the Springtime 
Senator Taft barnstormed Missouri yesterday 
in his campaign to spike Ike. On his way from 
Poplar Bluff to Jefferson City, he stopped to 
make half-a-dozen speeches. It was a real stren- 
uous day’s work and, no doubt, the Senator is 
proud of it. 


But we cannot help thinking of all the lovely 
ridges and hollows Mr. Taft crossed, of how 
vibrant their springtime green must have been 
under a sunny blue spring sky. We cannot help 
thinking ‘of the rivers along his route—a little 
high, maybe, but mighty tempting to a man with 
a rod and aline. We cannot help thinking of all 
his chances for just lazing in the sun or, may- 
be, for looking out across the countryside from 
beneath a burgeoning tree. 

And all the time, no doubt, Senator Taft and 
his political companions were busy talking poli- 
tics. That presidential bug, it certainly bites 
hard. It’s one thing, for sure, that’s worse than 
spring fever.

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Cool Heads and Steady Hands 


if by any chance either of the presidential 
conventions should be interested in a keynote 
speech which is more than windy praise of tar- 
nished party glories, we have an idea. Why not 
invite Methodist Bishop Paul B. Kern to do the 
talking? This is a good idea, too, for all other 
chairmen of speakers’ committees. 


The point is that Bishop Kern made a speech 
at. the San Francisco convention of his church 
which ought to be repeated over and over again 
until it has been heard by just about everybody 
in these United States. The speech was not ex- 
actly brand new. Some other people, fortunately, 
have been saying the same things. But the theme 
is so important that it needs to be repeated until 
it strikes home. 


Put very simply, Bishop Kern said that too 
many of us Americans are too scared to know 
what is good for us. In somewhat fancier lan- 
guage: “‘We are succumbing to fear—to a fear 
that is, in large part, groundless and neurotic.” 
Let some ex-Communist or some McCarthy-type 
political blatherskite just mention a name, and 
a cry goes up for the FBI to come a-running. 


We seem to have forgotten, too many of us, 


that enemies and spies are not exactly a novelty, 


in the world’s long experience, and that they 
cannot be countered by throwing judgment to 
the wind and calling each other names or scar- 
ing ourselves into abject silence. 


This business of creating a boom in the filing 
cabinet industry by piling dossier on dossier is 
too Himmler-like to be very useful. We need 
confidence, not suspicion. And we ought to feel 
our muscles once in a while before taking it for 
granted that we are pushovers. 


Hysteria is especially dangerous if a man 
carrying a gun. Rishop Kern wants us to remem- 
ber that nothing was ever really settled by arms 
alone. That does not mean that he is a pacifist— 
far from it. He definitely approves, for example, 
the repelling of aggression in Korea. But he 
does want us to be calm enough to realize that 
peace is most likely to be promoted by peaceful 
methods. Certainly name-calling, especially at 
home, is not of much help. 


Georgia’s Senator Russell had much the same 
thoughts in mind when he spoke out against 
“hucksters of hysteria.” That was good talk. The 
job is to get people, in and out of Washington, 
to take it seriously. Here Bishop Kern could help. 
We hope he gets quite a few speaking invitations. 


In Line With a Great Principle 

Circuit Judge Emmett Crouse of St. Joseph 
has announced a ruling that public school funds 
can not be used to support Catholic-owned 
schools in Franklin county. He supports the view 
of seven taxpayers that use of public funds for 
operation of church schools at Krakow, Gilde- 
haus and Sciegenmeyer violates provisions of 
the United States and Missouri constitutions for 
separation of church and state. 

The ruling is the only one Judge Crouse could 
possibly give that would be consistent with his- 
toric American principles. From 1791, when 
freedom of religion was declared in the Bill of 
Rights, the separation of church and state has 
been good for both the churches of this country 
and for the Government which protects all 
church groups but helps none. 

Any other ruling by Judge Crouse would have 
brought him into conflict with the clear man- 
date of the United States Supreme Court, which 
has said: ' 


Neither a state nor the Federal Govern- 
ment can set up a church. Neither can pass 
laws which aid one religion, aid all religions. 
or prefer one religion over another. In the 
words of Jefferson, the clause against éstab- 
lishment of religion by law was intended to 
erect ‘a wall of separation between church 
and state.” 


The late Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New York 
fully subscribed to this view. He said in 1927: “I 
believe in the absolute separation of church and 
state and the strict enforcement of the provisions 
of the Constitution that Congress shall make no 
laws respecting an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” 

That great Catholic layman’s opinion is just as 
good now as it was when he first declared it. 
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The Three Easts 


There has never been much doubt as to what 
part, of this terrestrial globe of ours is covered 
by the @rm “Far East.” It meant, ever since 
European navigators reached those parts, Japan, 
China and the Indies. 

But the delimitation of ‘Near East” and ‘Mid- 
dle East” is something else again. Ask almost 
anybody where the one ends and the other be- 
gins, and you probably will have him stumped. 
Not even the State Department and the British 
Foreign Office—full as they are of people who 
ought to know—can agree. 

The British, for example, frequently refer to 
the Balkans as part of the Near East whereas 
every American geography teacher is sure that 
they are part of Europe. Nor were matters im- 
proved during the war when the British Middle 
East command came to include such regions as 
Greece and the Sudan. For the State Depart- 
ment, there really is no Middle East at all—just 
the Near East and the Far East with South Asia 
in between. 

Under the circumstances, the National Geo- 
graphic Society has performed a notable service. 
While trying as far as possible to reconcile the 
varying usages, it has drawn firm boundaries 
for the three regions; as follows: 

FAR EAST: China, Mongolian Republic, 
Korea, Japan, the Philippines, Indochina, 
Thailand, Burma, Malaya, Indonesia. 

MIDDLE EAST: India, Pakistan, Afghan- 
istan, Nepal, Bhutan, Sikkim, Ceylon. 


NEAR EAST: Turkey, Cyprus, Syria, Leb- 
anon, Israel, Jordan, Egypt, Iraq, Iran and 
the countries of the Arabian Peninsula. 


This suits us fine. It is a Solomon-like work of 
cartography. And we suggest that if any beer- 
and-boogie parlor debater rises to question it he’ 
be asked to take himself off to Sikkim—politely, 
of course.

There is abundant evidence that the ma- 
jority of the Japanese population has a 
seriously distorted idea of what constitutes 
American culture. We have heard from 
intelligent, highly-educated Japanese such 
ideas as there: (1) the climate of Southern 
California is typical of the entire United 
States, (2) Negroes are still slaves in 
America, (3) romantic love is the only 
criterion for selecting a partner in mar- 
riage, and that lack of it is a recognized 
legal ground for divorce, (4) all American 
women smoke, (5) it is unheard of for 
Americans to have more than two children, 
(6) American students need not give any 
thought to the economic system, since they 
are all enthusiastic supporters of ninteenth- 
century laissez-faire capitalism, (7) rice.is 
never eaten in America, and all Americans 
eat large quantities of bread at every meal 
instead. 

Americans in Japan have not often un- 
derstood that many things they do are mis- 
understood or disliked by the Japanese. 

Americans often mistakenly assume that 
Japanese would really prefer to have their 
children’s noses wiped, not Knowing runny 
noses are considered normal for nine 
months of the year and that people who 
hand out paper tissues. are considered ec- 
centric, boorish, or worse. 

An American soldier was telling us of 
his long experience in Japan and described 
a jeep accident in which a child was killed. 
‘“‘And do you know,” he climaxed his story, 
“his mother just looked at him. Didn't 
cry or anything. They got so many thil- 
dren they just don’t care!” 

It had never occurred to him that it is 
Japanese custom never to show emotion 
in public, whatever the circumstance, 


Demand for Western Musie 


Newly arrived visitors in Japan are im- 
pressed with Western influence. 

Other than among the old, the practice 
of wearing foreign style clothes—yofuku 
—among Japanese women has become so 
nationwide that younger people who wear 
the kimono for every-day purposes have 
practically disappeared. 

A growing number of people are coming 
to appreciate classical Western music, and 
there is a widespread demand for concert 
appearances of outstanding musicians and 
artists from abroad. 

Western ballroom dancing fs fairly com- 
mon now; but an even more widely known 
and appreciated contribution Americans 
have made to Japanese culture is square 
dancing, which has spread all over the 
country. 

Foreign movies dominate the scene, 
being almost unanimously hailed as of bet- 
ter quality; but the Japanese film industry 
received a shot in the arm with the world 
acclaim of “Rashomon” (although it was 
not a success artistically or financially in 
Japan), 

Prewar and wartime pictures banned 
practically all romantic gestures, particu- 
Jarly the passionate kiss; but today Japa- 
nese films, and their advertisements, match 


and in some cases outdo Stateside movies 
in such demonstrations. 

The postwar Japanese girl seems to be 
fully convinced that young women, wheth- 
er married or not, should have some defi- 
nite training upon which they can rely 
whenever called upon to earn a living. 

The younger generation can be seen in 
the cities mixing more casually, walking 
along together and chatting and even din- 
ing and dancing in Western fashion. Smok- 
ing by women is no longer a novelty. Like- 
wise, such demonstrations of affection as 
hugging and kissing, which were not in- 
dulged in freely, (and still aren't in the 
countryside) even among married couples, 
are being. adopted gradually, especially 
by the younger generation. 


Revival in Japanese Classics 


The introduction of coeducation is not 
yet approved unanimously, having brought 
with it problems unknown when there was 
rigid separation in all schools and Japa- 
nese young people were completely un- 
accustomed to being together until mar- 
riage. 

Schools on the lower levels still prac- 
tice a measure of sex segregation by seat- 
ing boys and girls apart in the classroom. 

Despite so many changes, there is now 
discernible a trend towards a returning 
to things Japanese. The people have 
stopped to re-examine Japanese culture 
and are beginning to revive those things 
which they consider good and worthwhile 
and which, they feel, helped to enrich the 
lives of their forebears. 


People have become more discerning in 
their selection of reading matter. Book 
dealers report that popular books are no 
longer erotic, and sensational literature 
that used to crowd the bookstalls just after 
the war is giving way to reading matter 
that is more substantial and educational. 

There is now a revival of interest in 
Japanese classics: newspapers, magazines, 
and books are filled with historical tales. 
And the revival of interest is not confined 
to reading; it extends to art, music, and 
the drama. 


Democracy Being Re-examined 


The present Government is now pre- 
paring bills to submit to the Diet to abolish 
daylight saving time, measures to wipe 
out reforms introduced by the Occupation 
limiting the number of kanji (Chinese 
ideographs) in the Japanese language, and 
possibly taimen kotsu, an Occupation- 
sponsored regulation requiring pedestrians 
to walk on the right side of a roadway 
facing oncoming traffic. 

The new tendency on the part of Japa- 
nese to re-examine Western ways suggests 
a re-examination of democracy itself. 

Serious criticism of this kind is needed. 
If Japan imports those aspects of Amer- 
ican culture which are most valuable—if 
she learns something of the spirit of citi- 
zenship and social responsibility in a de- 
mocracy—it will not matter much what 
she does about Western clothes.

State Primaries Have 


Not Convinced G.O.P. 


Politicians It Would Be Fatal to Pass Over 
‘Irresistible’ Candidate or Single Out Any 


One Democrat.

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OME time hence four men—the candidates for President 

and Vice President from our two major political parties— 
will ceremoniously board special campaign trains, flanked 
and followed by coveys of political advisers, secretaries,

writers, body servants, oddly assorted flunkies and radio, 


television and newspaper correspondents. 
Who these four men will be it is difficult to predict. 


The 


uncertainty that marks this stage of political proceedings is, 


this year even greater than usual. 


There was first President 


Truman’s announcement that he would not seek renomination 
——which opened up the Democratie convention to a degree that 
has not happened since the first Roosevelt nomination in 1932. 
Then there was the announcement of Gen. Eisenhower’s return. 
This, coming upon the varying results of the primaries, added 
a new element of drama to the Republican contest, though it 
remains as unpredictable as have been all Republican contests 


of recent years. 


This uncertainty arises largely 
because our nominating process 
is a devious one—a yawning gap 
in our democratic order which is 
revealed to use every four years. 
Such as it is, that process is well 
under way all over the country, 
in negotiations between candi- 
dates’ managers and local poli- 
tical bosses, in promotion schemes 
designed for primaries and state 
conventions, in speeches and 
statements totaling millions of 
words by the candidates them- 
selves. :

HE presidential primaries, 

which sometimes give rank- 

and-file voters in a handful 
of states a partial chance for ex- 
pression, have faile@ so far this 
year to persuade Republican 
politicians that it would be fatal 
at the polls to pass over any sin- 
gle “irresistible” candidate. | 

On the Democratic side, it does 
not seem than any one candidate 
can arrive in Chicago in a com- 
*manding position without the ac- 
tive intervention of Mr. Truman 
himself—a move which would not 
be unopposed and which he has 
promised to forswear. Thus, the 
eventual decision in both major 
parties seems likely to rest once 
again with the national nomi- 
nating conventions which give us, 
usually through negotiation and 
compromise, the candidates for 
our highest offices. 

The delegates to these con- 
ventions want above all to pick 
a winner. If possible, they 
would like a winner who at the 
same time could be counted | 
upon to abide by party pro- | 
tocol on such diverse matters | 
as legislative programs, cam- 
paign finances and local pa- | 
tronage. So they try to read | 
both the public mind and the 
minds of candidates’ while 
searching for the most prac- 
tical answer to both problems. 

In the process, because dele- 
gates are human, and because 
so much _ backstage’ trading 
takes place among delegation 
leaders, the convention  ob- 
server never knows when a 
surprise will occur.

The President took from his 
desk a large loose-leaf black 
book, but without opening it 
he promptly returned the book 
to the desk. 

He continued: “The report 
contains a complete round-up 
of all the military, diplomatic 
and economic news—a digest 
of all the cables that have come 
in during the week, especially 
the important ones, although I 
may have seen them before. In 
this way I am able to get all 
the facts in relation to one an- 
other.”

Whenever the President talks 
about government or people the 
word he uses most frequently is 
happiness, Happiness may be con- 
sidered a quaint word today. But 
happiness does not mean welfare 
or security alone to Mr. Truman, 
nor does it mean the accumula- 
tion of wealth or honors, and it 
never means domination of other 
men.

Just before President Roosevelt

Not the least of the 
jobs for these managers is to 
issue statements discounting 
the significance of temporary 
setbacks for their candidate or 
to spread the claims of a pop- 
ular “ground swell.” 


This all costs money, and so 
the managers always include 
some figure who is adept at rais- 
ing funds among persons who, 
for one reason of another—and 
sometimes it is the quite unself- 
ish motive of having a part in 
“making” a President—are will- 
ing to invest in what is at best 
a gamble, even less sure than 
roulette or horse racing.

ITH the publication of 
James Boswell’s “London 
Journal” in 1950 its author 
was suddenly revealed in a new 
perspective. Scholars may have 
suspected the truth long before 
that but so far as the general 
public was concerned Boswell 
was just a highly polished mir- 
ror reflecting the formidable 
mind and personality of Dr. 
Johnson. The recovery of his 
voluminous private papers, their 
acquisition by Yale University 
and the subsequent disclosure, 
in part, of their contents have 
shown clearly enough that Bos- 
well, in his own way, was quite 
as fascinating as the great lex- 
icographer that he idolized. 
The second installment of the 
Boswell papers takes our hero 
to Holland for a year of study. 
Frederick A. Pottle, who 
edited the papers, has ex- 
plained, this record is a com- 
pilation of memoranda, miscel- 
laneous essays and _ letters 
which Boswell wrote and re- 
ceived. It stands in place of 
the presumably more exten- 
sive and more closely connect- 
ed journal which Boswell also 
wrote but which was unfortu- 
nately lost in transit from 
Utrecht to Boswell’s home in

THE CASE AGAINST PSYCHOANAL- 
YSIS, by Andrew Salter. (Henry

YCHOANALYSIS is. still 
Pruer us and so is Andrew 

Salter who is back with an- 
other try at burying it. A couple 
of years ago he declared that 
psychoanalysis was dead as a 
dodo. This book is an attempt 
at a more thorough ,autopsy. 

It is a breezy book of science 
fiction which heedless of facts 
stays on a straight course of de- 
traction. Salter’s main weapons 
are quotations out of context, 
scorn and indignation. ‘‘This is 
preposterous,” is his most bril- 
liant logic in refuting an idea. 

Salter arbitrarily sets up six 
points of sex in psychoanalysis 
and claims this is the warp and 
woof of the entire psychoana- 
lytic structure. He then pro- 
ceeds to demolish this card- 
house and declares the war 
won. He winds up with a com- 
mercial for his brand—Condi- 
tioned Reflex Therapy. 

The level of scholarship in 
this book can be gauged by one 
of the quotations. In a chapter 
on the unconscious he quotes 
Freud as follows: “One might 
ask whether and how far I am 
convinced of the correctness of 
the assumptions here developed. 
My answer would read that I 
am neither myself convinced 
nor do I ask that others shall 
believe in them; or better 
stated, I don’t know how far 
I believe in them.” 

The implication is that Freud 
himself did not believe in his

own theory of 
forces in mental life. The quota- 


tion happens to be from Freud’s . 


Beyond the Pleasure Principle, 
and Freud was not referring to 
any of his own theories but to 
one of Plato’s on the death in- 
stinct. Salter doesn’t even use 
an authorized translation. What 
Freud . actually said was: “I 
might be asked whether I am 
myself convinced of the views 
here set forward and if so, how 
far. My answer would be that I 
am neither convinced myself, 
nor am I seeking to arouse con- 
viction in others.” Quite a dif- 
ference, Mr. Salter. And he was 
speaking about one of Plato’s 
theories, Mr. Salter. 


If the reader knows nothing 
about psychoanalysis he will 
learn nothing from the book 
since its entire thesis can be 
summed up in the sentence 
“aren't those  psychoanalysts 
stupid—they say everything is 
sex.” It is the same type of 
scholarship which reduces evo- 
lution to “well. if you - believe 
in evolution, then your grand- 
father must have been a mon- 
key.”

T is a pity that Father Cara- 
J man the translator of John 

Gerard’s memoirs, did not 
also write the introduction, for 
Graham Greene's piece of fine 
writing adds nothing to the 
book. And some introduction 
is needed, especially for Amer- 
ican readers, since Father Ger- 
ard’s story is bedded firmly in 
the history of the England of 
Elizabeth’s reign. For any read- 
er then, who wishes to under- 
stand the context of this drama 
of Catholic faith, pages 172 to 
178 of the F. E. Hutchinson vol- 
ume will give much more infor- 
mation than Greene's idle spec- 


ulations. 

Father Gerard’s account of 
his 17 years of missionary work 
fits -into two of the most- 
dramatic decades of English 
history. Immediately after he 
was admitted into the Society 
of Jesus, he set sail from the 
Continent to work as a priest 
in his native country. He and 
his three companions — the 
three were executed later— 
were well aware of the danger 
of their enterprise. 

* * * 

HE year was 1588, a month 
T or two after the Spanish 

Armada had been turned 
back from the coast of England. 
“The Spanish fleet,” writes 
Gerard, “had exasperated the 
people against the Catholics; 
everywhere a hunt was being 
organized for Catholics and 
their houses searchetl; in every 
village and along all the roads 
and lanes very close watches 
were kept to catch them.” 

Into this land of fear and 
spying the young Jesuit slipped 
‘and found his way to London 
to report to his superior. He 
was directed from one gentle- 
man’s house to another, bear- 
ing the consolations of his faith 
to hard-pressed believers. His 
friends cared for him, hiding 
him in ingenious ways from 
pursuit, Eventually he was ar- 
rested and imprisoned in vari- 
ous London jails. Under ques- 
tioning and torture, he proudly 
professed his Catholic faith and 
refused even with a word to 
betray the friends who had shel- 


fie a 


tered him. Finally he escaped 
from the Tower, and for: ten 
more years he kept up his work 
of ministering to the harried 
recusants, converting some to 
the faith. encouraging others 
to stand fast. 

Seen in perspective, the story, 
like that of the Protestant mar- 
tvrs under Mary, is one that 
marks a slow progress towards 
freedom of belief. Elizabeth's 
ministers were fearful of Spain, 
and they suspected that every 
priest was a spy, an agent bent 
on carrying out Pope Pius’ call 
to the faithful to rebel against 
the Queen. They made little 
distinction between the faithful 
priests like Gerard and Cam- 
pion and Southwell, and rene- 
gades like Parsons who plotted 
with the Spaniards. For those, 
like Gerard, who were still loy- 
al to England, as well as for 
traitors, the road to belief might 
be a road to martyrdom. 

* * - 

ERHAPS the most signifi- 
Pear impression left by Ger- 

~ard’s report is that of kind- 
ness shown him by his friends 
and even by men whose job it 
was to inflict punishment on 
him. Soon after he landed, an 
officer of the watch whose re- 
sponsibility it was to hale 
Strangers before the justice, let 
Gerard go, because, he said, 
“You've got the look of an hon- 
est fellow.” Years later, after 
the priest was “hung up,’—a 
mild English adaptation of the 
cruel Inquisitorial tortures~— 
the Governor resigned his of- 
fice, because, as Gerard con- 
cedes, “he no longer wished to 
be an instrument in such tor- 
tures of innocent men.” In 
all of the Father’s travels, too, 
he received incredible kindness 
from people for whom having 
sheltered a priest was equiva- 
lent to a sentence of death for 
treason. 

Out of the turmoil of this 
period, in fact, was emerging a 
conviction that a man’s faith 
was one thing, his loyalty to 
his country another. The essen- 
tial kindliness finally written 
into Anglo-Saxon law began to 
balk at cruelty inflicted by a 
creed or for a creed. The mar- 
tyrs of the Protestant faith, a 
few decades before, had taught 
England to loathe the stake, 
Now Father Gerard's com- 
panions in another faith—he 
himself escaped death—helped 
also by their endurance, to win 
for Englishmen and for Amer- 
icans the priceless guarantee of 
liberty of religion.

HIS is a book of conse- 
T auence but it is addressed 

to the literate laymen, rath- 
er than to professional econo- 
mists. Nowadays almost every 
reading person considers him- 
self at least an amateur econo- 
mist. Few such readers will 
find hard spots in the book. It 
is serious and sckolarly, all 
right, but peppered through- 
out with good humored irony 
which makes it racy to read. 

It was written by a swell guy, 
and by an extra big guy. I'd 
say Ken Galbraith \is seven 
inches taller than I am, and 
I’m a strong six feet. Probably 
his great height has no bearing 
on his thinking, but I am “not 
sure about that. He is Cana- 
dian born and brought up, and 
teaches economics at Harvard. 

Ken gives a decent burial to 
the old semi-sacred “competi- 
tive, self-regulatory” economics, 
and performs the functions .of 
preacher and undertaker in a 
charming, gracious manner. You 
don’t take offense because none 
is intended.

UT what does he offer in 
Bove of the old, accepted, 

well-ordered and comfort- 
ing classical economics that our 
own Thorstein Veblen, Britain’s 
John Maynard Keynes and the 
Great Depression so utterly de- 
molished a relatively few years 
ago? Well, Ken offers the “con- 
cept of countervailing puwers.” 

That is a mouth-filling phrase. 
What does he mean by it? 
Briefly it is like this: 

Our economic life is largely 
determined by industrial be- 
havior, and industrial produc- 
tion, pricing and marketing are 
largely dominated by a rela- 
tively few powerful concerns. 
Even where, within a single 
great industry, there are sev- 
eral independent producers, the 
power they enjoy is still 
“monopoly” power, because 
price-cutting among them is 
quite out of order. 

+: ££ 
CONOMISTS have recently 
3 coined a word for the mo- 
nopoly position (‘in respect 
to prices) that is enjoyed by a 
group of independent producers 
within a single industry. They 
call it “oligopoly’"—a nasty- 

sounding word to me. 

Now oligopoly, like monopoly, 
is prone to excesses in respect 
to price and profit, and will de- 
stroy us all if it is left unre- 
strained. Countervailing pow- 
ers, then, are the restraints that 
we have devised or may devise 
to compel oligopoly or monop- 
oly to behave in a social and 
not anti-social manner. 

Countervailing powers are at 
work all around us. We just 
have not learned to recognize 
them properly and call them by 
Ken's new name. Some are 
exerted by strong individual 
buyers of industrial products 
and “by organized groups of 
buyers, and of course by union 
labor. Others are imposed by 
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law and as matters of national 
policy. 

For example, Sears Roebuck 
for quite a while was a strong 
enough buyer to get 30 to 40 
per cent off the going price for 
Goodyear tires, and passed 
most of the saving on to cus-

creating or exercising counter- 
vailing powers for the rertraint 
of monopoly or oligopoly; the 
Wagner Act for union labor, 
minimum wages for non-union, 
price support for farmers, rate- 
regulation for utilities, etc. 

Ken naturally assumes a 
peacetime, not a wartime 
economy for the operation of 
his countervailing powers. At 
the moment the assumption ap- 
pears unrealistic. But who can 
tell? Peace might break out; 
and Ken seeks to prepare us for 
it with up-to-date economic 
thought. 


For my own part, I would 
willingly accept an extended 
period of, peace in order to try 
out Ken’s hopes and concepts. 
But if my sole objective was 
to avoid a depression and main- 
tain full employment, I would 
want a surer dependence than 
his countervailing powers. I 
would want a cold or hot war 
in reserve and on tap—just in 
case.

Crime increased in Missouri 
last year at a greater rate than 
for the nation as a whole, analy- 
sis of the annual report made 
public by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, yesterday showed. 

National increase in urban 
crimes known to police averaged 
5.1 per cent higher, as compared 
with 1950. In Missouri the aver- 
age was 5.7 per cent, the FBI re- 
port disclosed. Forty cities with 
a combined population of about 
2,000,000 are represented in the 
analysis, which shows 32,719 
crimes in the state in 1951, as 
compared with 30,939 the preced- 
ing year. 

Crime Totals for St. Louis. 

Figures for St. Louis were: 

Murder, non-negligent man- 
Slaughter, 64; robbery, 908; ag- 
gravated assault, 2161; burglary 
or entering. 4673; larceny and 
theft, 7771; car theft, 2239. 
._ The report includes University 
City, the only St. Louis county 
community represented among 
the 40 cities. University City’s 
record for the year was: Murder, 
non-negligent manslaughter, 
none; robbery, 11; aggravated as- 
sault, 1; burglary and entering, 
229; larceny and theft, 267; car 
theft, 30. 

There were fewer murders and 
non-negligent manslaughter cases 
reported in Missouri last year 
than the year before—130 com- 
pared with 140. Manslaughter by 
negligence also decreased in the 
state—from 74 in 1950 to 39 in 
1951. 

The number of robbery cases 
known to police in the reporting 
cities also declined from 1478 in 
1950 to 1443 last year. But rape 
cases climbed from 316 in 1050 
to 339 in 1951; aggravated as- 
saults from 2726 to 2738; burglar-

Seven letters written by three 
men who figured prominently in 
the early history of Missouri have 
been acquired by the Missouri 
Historical Society, director 
Charles van Ravenswaay  an- 
nounced yesterday.

In California a provision is 
made for such a contingency 
which seems fair to evefyone. 
In the event a bout is stopped 
before half of it is over be- 
cause of an injury to a boxer, 
the bout is declared a draw. 

If more than half the bout 
has been fought, the decision 
is given to the boy who is 
ahead at the time it is stopped 
regardless of whether the box- 
er injured is the one who gets 
the verdict. 

The latter part of the rule 
will, of course, cause countless 
arguments as boxing men will 
contend that if a fighter is 
unable to continue for any rea- 
son, except being fouled by his 
opponent, he should be the 
loser. 

Ring Magazine, for instance, 
doesn’t even recognize a tech- 
nical knockout. Nat Fleischer, 
editor, contends there is no 
such thing as a t.k.o. If a box- 
er is unable to continue, Nat 
says, he’s been knocked out and 
that’s that. 


Orchard Investigates. 


HARLEY ORCHARD, chair- 

man of the Missouri Ath- 

letic Commission, has writ- 
ten the California body with a 
view to ascertaining its expe- 
riences with the rule before 
considering its adoption in Mis- 
souri. 

Orchard is much impressed 
with the rule, however. He 
pointed out that while a hard- 
ship undoubtedly was worked 
against Mieszala in his fight 
with Henderson, to have called 
the bout a draw would not have 
been fair to Henderson. 

“Suppose Henderson had 
been able to go on and suddenly 
got in a punch to knock out 
Mieszala,” Orchard said, “he 
was ready to go ahead and was 
entitled to the chance. Mies- 
zala, regardless of the unfor- 
tunate accident, was not able 
to go on, or it would have been 
dangerous for him to have done 
so at best, so Henderson is en- 
titled to some credit. 

“When I read of this Califor- 
nia law I didn’t think so much 
of it and don’t now, but I have 
written them and after I get 
the report perhaps I'll change 
my mind.” 

One of the most-talked-of 
bouts in recent years won't 
come off, apparently. Sugar 
Ray Robinson is not too inter- 
ested in boxing Joe Maxim, so 
the meeting between the mid- 
dleweight champion and the 
light heavyweight champion 
won't take place. Or at least 
it won’t be held in June in New 
York, which had been the idea 
of the Internation] Boxing Club. 

George Gainford, manager of 
Robinson, says Ray is more in- 
terested in a trip to Europe 
than he is in boxing Maxim and 
negotiations were called of in 
New York. 

That means the only major 
bout on the horizon, at least 
at present, is the heavyweight 
title match between Joe Wal- 
cott and Ezzard Charles, sched- 
uled to be held in Philadelphia 
in June. 

The winner of that contest 
likely will be matched with 
Rocky Marciano in September 
for the heavyweight champion- 
ship.

into the hospital elevator, threaded his way between two 

wheel chairs and greeted the passengers genially. 

“Don’t forget, men. Red-hot inspirational meeting at 
chapel tonight.” 

Chaplain Alvin J. Lee was 
making another of his end- 
less rounds of Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration Hospital at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, cheering the 
sick and crippled, drumming 
up attendance for the regular 
Friday night service as he 
walked from ward to ward. A 
Navy chaplain in World War 
II and a veteran himself of 
World War I, he was called to 
the hospital for what he 
thought would be a six- 

. month tour of duty. He has 
been there six years. 

His job is complex, with 
little thought of hours or 
holidays. But he sums it up 
in simple terms: 

eae “We try to give 
CHAPLAIN ALVIN J. LEE... meaningful faith.” 
SOMETHING FOR OTHERS. His office, where he re- 
ceives men who come for counseling, is just off the chapel 
in the hospital administration building, but he doesn’t spend 
much of his time there. He’s more likely to be found out 
among the patients, having a quiet talk or a prayer with a 
man ready to go into the operating room, easing the anxiety 
of the critically ill, stopping to visit with a wife or mother 
who has come to be with a husband or son in a critical hour. 
It’s a far different kind of ministry from the Baptist pas- 
torates he held for 20 years. But he wouldn’t trade back.

“I get a vicarious joy out of seeing others get 
back on their feet,” he said. “If all of us could see 
to it that we were doing something for others, it 
would be a vastly better world. That's a solid phi- 
losophy the world needs today.”

“Every day between 25 and 35 new men come into the 
hospital and I see each one of them,” he says. “Then I have 
a list of from 40 to 60 whose conditions are critical. I talk 
to them and try to help ease their fears and worries. The 
evening before a man is to go into the operating room I visit 
with him, pray with him if he wishes, try to take some of the 
anxiety out of his mind. That easing of fear not only pre- 
pares him for the operation but it helps heal.” 

Born in Minneapolis, the son of a home missionary, Chap- 
lain Lee had been close to the church all his life, but it 
wasn’t until after World War I that he decided to enter the 
ministry. He took his bachelor of divinity degree at Andover- 
Newton College and a doctor of theology from the University 
of Chicago, then became an evangelist, and also served in 
pastorates at Des Moines, Ia; Pueblo, Colo.; Topeka, Kan., 
and Rolla, Mo.

In World War II, he served as chaplain on the 
Enterprise and came through extensive battle action 
unharmed.

@ WAITING FOR HIM AT HOME, meanwhile, was Mrs. Lee, 
whom he had met and married as a young evangelist, and who 
now serves as his unofficial first assistant in the Jefferson 
Barracks chaplaincy. They have two sons, Alvin Jr., 29 years 
old, a newspaper man in Long Beach, Calif., and James, 22, 
an air cadet at Bainbridge Field, Ga.

ARRY KESSLER is just a 
H successful St. Louis business 

man who happens to like to 
referee prize fights. It’s his hob- 
by. It may not be what you'd call 
an ordinary, garden variety hob- 
by, but it’s his and he likes it. As 
Harry says, “Some men like to 
drink, others like to go down in 
the basement and make things 
with a jig saw. I like to referee 
prize fights.” } 


It’s as simple as that, or was, 
until lately. It started getting 
complicated when Harry hit the 
big time last year and started 
practicing his hobby in New York. 
There, as third man in the ring at 
main events in Madison Square 
Garden he is on a nation-wide 
television hook-up, which means 
that he, along with the fighters, 
is seen every few weeks by sev- 
eral million people. 


That this is fame of a sort can- 
not be denied, even though Harry 
himself insists there is no better 
way to remain incognito than to 
referee prize fights, the theory 
being that no one ever looks at a 
referee's face. But the’New York 
sports writers discovered Harry, 
and they were so captivated by 
the idea of a wgalthy man ref- 
ereeing fights just for the fun 
of it that they went slightly 


overboard. The first thing Harry 
knew he was being referred to 


as a millionaire and one paper 
even printed a full-page story en- 
titled “Boxing’s Millionaire Ref- 
eree.” When Harry protested, an- 
other sports writer kindly made 
a correction for him. He wrote 


that Harry wasn’t a millionaire at 
all; he was a billionaire. 


Back home in St. Louis there 
were complications too. About 
the time people here began to 
see Harry on television, he hap- 
pened to buy a home which, while 
it may not be the largest and

tired that he stopped to talk to her. He knew I had been 
busy so he told her that if she couldn’t find a place in a day 
or two to call and we would help her.

“When she identified herself, I said, ‘Honey, wheah are 
you?’ She told me later that was the prettiest music she had 
heard since leaving Mississippi.” 

Mrs. Lee helps with the Friday night chapel services and 
leads the singing at the Sunday morning worship. She has 
made numerous friends among the patients as well as their 
families, and finds her greatest happiness in helping to cheer 
them. 

“The pastorates were wonderful and I sometimes get 
lonely—or I would if I had time—for the warmth and love we 
found in our congregations. But I feel this is a sort of sum- 
ming-up, a new phase of the ministry and I wouldn't change 
back again at all. 

“It’s feeding the hungry, clothing the naked. 
what we've been preaching.”

seen it to be one of the most 
beautiful and one which is not, 
by any standards, a shack. 


To the members of the sporting 
gentry, who knew him when, this 
was nothing more than proof of 
what they’d always maintained— 
Harry would make his mark as a 
referee all right. But they were 
a little surprised and puzzled 
withal. They had no idea ref- 
ereeing prize fights paid so well. 
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LL of which is a little dis- 
A courasing to Harry and a 

rather sad example of the 
irony of fame. Hardly anyone, 
outside of engineering circles, is 
aware that he is one of the coun- 
try’s most successful metallurigi- 
cal engineers and co-developer of 
a process which has brought him 
both fame (in his field) and con- 
siderable wealth. But millions of 
people know him as the referee 
who stopped the Lester Felton- 
Johnny Saxton fight at Madison 
Square Garden last month. 


In a way, however, it was in- 
evitable because all his life Harry 
Kessler and boxing have been 
just like that, and it was knowl- 
edge of the manly art which paid 
for the education which made him 
what he is today. 

The story goes back more than 
a quarter of a century to the days 
when the five Kessler brothers— 
three of whom were to become 
identified with boxing around St.

Louis—lived in a big house at 
5128 Maple avenue. They were 
the only Jewish boys in an Irish 
neighborhood and the ability to 
use their fists was more than just 
a hobby. It was something of a 
necessity. 


While they learned a lot from 
experience, they also had a good 
teacher. Living next door was a 
retired boxer named Billy Cole 
who had once been middleweight 
champion of Canada. Billy had a 
boxing ring in his backyard, and 
he worked out himself, just to 
keep in shape, and taught any of 
the neighborhood kids who were 
interested how to land a left 
hook or a right cross. 
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IS:most avid students were 
J three of the Kessler boys, 

Harry, Benny and Saul. When 
they weren’t working out with 
Billy Cole they were in their own 
gymnasium, which was the third 
floor of their 12-room house. 
There they had punching. bags, 
bar bells and other muscle- 
building gadgets. 


The three boys did a lot of 
amateur boxing during their high 
school days, but only one of them, 
Saul, better known as_ Sollie, 
turned professional. Sollie won 
his first five fights as a pro, then 
was signed to fight one Ray Miller 
in Aurora, Il]. Harry was his sec- 
ond. Sollie got knocked out in the 
second round. “When we got 
home there was an ultimatum 
waiting there too,” Harry recalls. 
*‘My parents were waiting up, and 
when they heard what had hap- 
pened they announced that the 
fighting days of the Kesslers were 
over, except as an amateur sport.” 


When Harry graduated from 
Central High he decided he want- 
ed to be a mining engineer. It 
was the glamour that attracted 
him, he now admits. “I’d seen 
movies and read stories about how 
mining engineers were always tra- 
veling to far-away places and 
having all sorts of exciting adven- 
tures, and I thought that was the 
life for me.” So he enrolled at 
the Missouri School of Mines at 
Rolla. 

He worked his way through the 
school by teaching boxing during 
the school year and working in 
steel mills during the summer. 
He convinced the school authori- 
ties that boxing should be made 
part of the physical education 
course, and he was made a student 
assistant in that department to 
teach the boys the art of self- 
defense. He also boxed for the 
school in collegiate competition, 
and is proud of the fact that in 
four years of college boxing he 
was never defeated. He weighed 
145 pounds and fought as a wel- 
terweight. 


While at Rolla Harry altered 
his course somewhat and emerged 
a metallurgical engineer instead 
of a mining engineer. He came 
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home to St. Louis and worked as 
metallurgical engineer at the Ban- 
ner Iron Works. 

On the side he worked ag box- 
ing instructor at the North Side 
Y.M.C.A. and later at the Y.M. 
H.A. Harry, as well as his broth- 
ers, Benny and Sollie, was inter- 
ested in working with boys, and 
at one time a St. Louis sports 
writer estimated that the Kessler 
brothers had taught some 4000 St. 
Louis youngsters how jo box. 

Harry also worked as a referee, 
and when he was 27 years old he 
received a referee’s license from 
the State Boxing Commission, 
making him what was reported to 
be the youngest professional ref- 
eree in the country. 

In those days, Harry says, it 
was more than just a hobby. He 
needed the money. Not for him- 
self, however. He was helping a 
couple of younger brothers 
through college. “I had a name 
for that kind of money, and a 
sort of philosophy about it,” Har- 
ry explains. “I called it lucky 
money, which meant any money 
that I had fun making. And I 
always felt that lucky money 
ought to be used for some good 
purpose, I always tried to put it 
to work in some way that would 
help others.” 

In 1930, Harry and Reginald 
Drant, who was sales manager of 
a foundry where Harry was then 
working as metallurgist, started 
investigating the use of various 
alloys and chemicals for making 
a better gray iron. They finally 
came up with a formula which, 
when added to molten metal, not 
only increased its strength but 
purified it and gave it a much 
better finish. It had taken them 
three years of research to do it. 

They named it the Sorbo-Mat 
process, and in July of 1933 they 
quit their jobs and went on their 
own. “It was a starvation busi- 
ness,” Harry recalls. “We spent 
most of our time sitting in the 
park watching the bluebirds. It 
took us a year to get our first 
client—the Fulton Iron Works.” 

But one client led to another 
and now, @most 20 years later, 
the company has 53 steel mills 
and foundries in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico, using 
the process. 
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S consulting engineers the 
A company has clients all over 
the United States. They offer 
a complete foundry service from 
the purchase of raw materials, 
through the hiring and firing of 
personnel, to the selling of the 
finished castings. Foundries in 
trouble send for Kessler, and it is 
said in the industry that he has 
a rather uncanny ability to spend 
less than a day in a foundry and 
put his finger on the main sources 
of trouble. 
During the last few years his 
company purchased three foun-

dries which !{t is now operating. 
During the course of a year of 
attending to both his and his 
clients’ affairs, Harry travels 
about 200,000 miles, all of it by 
air. Last year, he estimated, he 
was up in the air a total of 803 
hours. 
* * * 


ARRY’S is really a double- 
H barreled success story in that 

he has realized two ambitions. 
And it’s a little hard to tell which 
gives him the greater satisfac- 
tion. 

During the years he has kept 
up his interest in the ring, and 
has guest licenses which allow 
him to officiate in seven states. 
Last year he realized a long-stand- 
ing ambition when he was li- 
censed to officiate in New York, 
which meant he would get a 
crack at some big events. 

Now he has only one ambition 
left, he says. That is to be the 
third man in the ring at a world’s 
championship fight at Madison 
Square Garden. 

Harry’s fees, which run around 
$100 a fight (and which are usu- 
ally only a fraction of what it 
costs him to be on hand to earn 
them) all go to charity. Usually 
to ehildren’s hospitals and chil- 
dren’s homes, which Harry picks 
out himself. 

The question Harry runs up 
against most these days is, now 
that he has it made, why does he 
do it? To which Harry only re- 
plies, “It’s exciting.” If you ask 
him to enlarge on it, he explains 
that every man has to have an 
outlet—refereeing is his. ‘‘I like 
the excitement, the roar of the 
crowd—everything about it,’ he 
explains. 

It's an expensive hobby in his 
case, Harry points out, because 
no matter where he is, he makes 
it a point to fly to New York to 
be there on Friday night in case 
he gets to officiate. 

In New York, he explains, refer- 

ees are never notified in advance, 
except that they are called at 2 
o’clock on the afternoon of the 
fights and told to be on hand at 
the Garden at 7:30 in case they're 
wanted. 
‘ When a man referees he never 
knows what bout it will be until 
about a minute before it starts. 
“The deputy commissioner may 
turn to you and say, ‘Harry, you 
take it,’ and you step into the 
ring,” Harry explained. 

The outstanding requirements 
of a good referee, as Harry sees 
it, are honesty and judgement, 
The first needs no explanation. 
The second comes into play under 
pressure, when the blood is flow- 
ing and the crowd screaming. 
It’s easy enough to make decisions 
from the ¢hird row in the bal- 
cony, or from your eagy chair in 
front of the television set. “But 
it’s a lot different up there,” 
Harry points out. “You have to 
retain an almost photographic im- 
pression of everything that hap- 
pens during a_ three-minute 
round.” 

Kessler likes the three-man 
method of scoring a bout. “My 


father always said three heads 
were better than one, even if 
one was a cabbage,” he laughs. 

In the early days, when ref- 
erees decided the winners, Harry 
had a simple, effective way of 
keeping track. For a 10-round 
bout he’d put 10 pennies in his 
watch pocket. After each round 
he’d take one out and put it in 
either his left or right pocket, 
depending on which corner won 
the round, After the fight he’d 
stand for a moment with his 
hands in his pockets and in what 
the spectators took to be deep 
meditation. He was really count- 
ing pennies. 

Also important, Harry says, is 
good eyesight. At the age of 50, 
Kessler has 20-20 vision. He 
doesn’t require glasses, even for 
reading. His hair is turning gray 
and his hairline is receding 
somewhat. He could no longer 
fight as a welterweight, but he 
is in good condition and is likely 
to surprise much younger men by 
challenging them to a foot race, 
and beating’ them. 

Both in the ring and out Harry 
is one of the best dressed men in 
the sports world, and New York 
sports writers have decided he 
is the best dressed referee in the 
business, being impressed by the 
gray silk shirts and hand-tai- 
lored gray slacks he always wears 
in the ring. ° 
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IS work and his hobby take 
H tarry all over the country, 
~* but he almost always manages 
to fly back to St. Louis to spend 
Saturday and Sunday with his 
family. The Kesslers have three 
children, Shella Babs, 13, Jay 
Steven, 2, and John David, 6 
months, 

Next to refereeing, Harrv’'s fa- 
vorite hobbies, oddly enough, are 
gardening and interior decorating. 
He spends much of his weekends 
puttering around the _ spacious 
grounds of his home at 7 Dromara 
road, Ladue, and the interior of 
the house, which they purchased 
late last year, is gradually taking 
shape, largely under Harry’s di- 
rection. Friends who have trav- 
eled with him in places such as 
New York and New Orleans 
spend half their time waiting 
while he browses through antique 
shops and art galleries. Even 
though the Kesslers have been in 
their house .some nine months 
now, the downstairs is still only 
about half furnished. But those 
rooms which are completed bear 
eloquent testimony to Harry’s 
excellent taste. ‘The trouble is,” 
Harry admits, “I'm a perfec- 
tionist.”’ 

Since Harry has appeared on 
television he has developed quite 
a following of his own, he has 
discovered, and he has received 
mail from all over the United 
States. Some of the letters are 
from schoolmates he hasn't heard 
from in years, some are from va- 
rious charities which have heard 
about what he does with his fees, 
but most of them are from fight 
fans who are exercising their im- 
memorial right to give the referee 
hell.

Garden-Planting Time 


By Leonard Hall 


plant the early vegetables. Weeks ago we’d made up our 

list of seeds, poring over the colorfully illustrated cata- 

logues as we sat beside the fire on a chilly evening. And the 

. _ order, when it went in at last, 
carefully exeluded all those 
new and wonderful hybrid 
vegetables with the alluring 
names which long experience 
has proved to us are never as 
tasty as our old reliables; 
tender-green stringless beans, 
dwarf limas, white scallop 
summer squash, golden ban- 
tam corn and the rest. There 
was a time when the Hst ran 
to three pages and more dol- 
lars than could in any way be 
justified. Now, with the ex- 
ception of Ginnie’s flower 
seeds, we hold the Hest to a 
single page and a total easily 
covered by a $10 bill. 

We'd have a hard time fur- 
nishing convincing proof that 
our vegetable garden is an 

. altogether sound economic 
enterprise. The two of us are easily fed and are, moreover, 
eonstantly trying to hold down the calories. But garden-fresh 
vegetables are one of the real joys of country living and 
would be well worth the effort required to raise them even 
though they cost more than those from the market, which they 
don’t. Neither the wonders of refrigeration and quick freezing 
nor the miracles of rapid transportation can overcome the fact 
that most vegetables lose flavor with each hour which elapses 
between picking and eating. This is a thing which people who 
have no garden never have an opportunity to learn and which 
those who've lived away from the country for a long time are 
likely to forget. 


(Do garden plot dried out enough last week so we could 
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Some day, though I don’t know how we'll manage 
it, we hope to have time for a model garden. Today 
our difficulty is that the planting season comes when 
we're busiest with farm work, while just as the 
vegetables get to the point where they need frequent 
eultivation we are working in the hay. Despite this 
each year the garden plot gets plowed, disced, har- 
rowed, and then planted and hoed in one fashion or 
another. And each year we are astonished by the 
amount of wonderful food it turns out, Starting with 
the earliest lettuce, radishes and spinech, the yorrta- 
bles flow in endless succession. 
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e WE'VE LEARNED, from Iong experience, a few. things 
which might be of value to other amateur,producers of truck 
crops. We do not, for example, make succession plantings of 
very many varieties. We've found that either the late ones 
catch up witf and overlap the early plantings, that late plant- 
ings of early vegetables such as peas are overtaken by hot 
weather and do not produce well, or that it is simply too 
much trouble. Thus except for lettuce, spinach and radishes, 
we plant more at one time and hope the planting will hold 
out for the entire season. Another thing we have learned is 
not to bother with vegetables which can be bought inexpen- 
sively in the market the year around, such as cabbage, turnips 
and carrots; or with those which are difficult to raise. We 
concentrate, on the other hand, on the ones that go well in 
the summer menu and which also process easily for vutiter 
use. 
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The old garden plot at Possum Trot was probably 
as badly worn out when we came here as any land on 


the farm. It broke up in clods when we plowed it and 
then baked into a hard, cement-like substance after 
every rain. Young seedlings had a tough time pushing 
up through this crust and sometimes didn’t make it. 
But the garden is in a convenient location, just a few 
steps from the kitchen door, so we went to work to 
improve this soil in much the same way that we did 
the pastures. And gradually it is becoming a pleasure 
to work with this soil which today has a fine, crumbly 
texture that holds moisture without becoming sticky 
and doesn’t bake into a crust as it dries out. 
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@ SO FAR THIS SPRING, since the final discing, we've had 
two half-days to work in the vegetable patch. But Ginnie 
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managed to get out a row of strawberries, to which I have 
promised to add another; and these will come into bearing 
next year if I can keep the crabgrass from taking them, Then 
Roy Yates and his wife drove down from Stonecrest one eve- 
ning with 75 black raspberry plants which their man Ed had 
dug for us; and setting these out gave us a busy couple of 
hours. I’ve top-dressed the asparagus, which we hope will 
produce its best crop this spring. Finally the seed order came 
in from Burpee and I really got to work. And though it’s only 
a start, there are lettuce and radishes, peas, onions, spinach, 
beets, turnips and a few others just wailing to pop out of the 
ground. 


* Planting the garden is work, yet I know of few tasks more 
enjoyable. By the very nature of it, the day must be warm 
and sunny. Honey bees hum in the cherry trees which have 
just opened their blossoms. In the hen house at the back of 
the garden, the biddies sing contentedly if inharmoniously, 
stopping now and then to admire a cackling sister that has 
just deposited an egg in a straw-lined nest. Bluebirds, Caro- 
lina wrens and, alas, English sparrows and starlings go mer- 
rily about the task of home-building. Cardinals and bob- 
whites whistle in the fields, and from the tall tops of the 
sugar maples the warbling vireo makes melodious music. I 
listen contentedly to all of this, straighten my back for a look 
at the cows and calves down in the pasture across the creek, 
then bend to work again. There'll be dividends, before long, 
in roasting ears and fresh tomatoes, spring onions and turnip 
greens and fresh garden peas.

“Rocket to Mars.”’) 
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N an ancient age, at just about 

the time men were learning 

something concrete about the 
skies someone discovered the 
rocket, 

The discoverer probably was a 
Chinese who, playing with fire- 
crackers, saw happen what many 
a child has seen at one time or 
another. One firecracker, instead 
of exploding, simply spewed 
smoke and sparks and pushed it- 
self along the ground. 

Out of this evolved the notion 
that a bigger firecracker, designed 
to spew instead of explode, prob- 
ably would take off. Sogner or 
later someone made one that did 
take off and proved, without 
knowing it, a basic law of Nature 
—the law of action and reaction 
—which Sir Isaac Newton put into 
words some three centuries ago. 

Push on a wall, and it either 
pushes back or falls down. Sock a 
guy on the jaw and he either runs 
away or knocks your teeth in. 
Push a flowing material out of a 
tube with great force in one di- 
rection: and the tube must move 
with equal force in the opposite 
direction. Let go an inflated bal- 
loon and the balloon will careen 
madly as the escaping air pro- 
pels it through space. 

Even the erratic flight of the 
balloon shows a useful applica- 
tion to rockets in space, for if the 
air escaped in a perfectly smooth, 
uninterrupted steam, the balloon 
would travel in a straight line. 
Since the air escapes out of the 
blubbery balloon in gusts and 
spurts, stronger on one side than 
on another, the expelled air 
steers the balloon in a wandering 
course. : 

Water, steam, hot gas or any 
other substance that flows will 
produce this action and reaction 
and send its vehicle in a straight 
line if the flow is even, and to 
one side or another, if the flow 
is uneven. 

A child’s toy balloon demon- 
strates the rocket principle as 
surely as the flight of the V-2. 
It further proves a rocket needs 
no air. to buoy it up; it needs no 
wings to provide lift; it needs no 
rudders for steering; it only de- 
pends on the push of expelled 
material. 

Today, in the process of build- 
ing the first space rocket, we find 
the stakes are enormous. The

It 
no longer sounded like an amaz- 
ing story. 

Too many fantastic dreams had 
come true. The V-2. rockets 
couldn’t happen, but they did. The 
atomic bomb couldn’t happen, but 
it did. With grim uneasiness we 
began to realize in the early 1940s 
what we now know certainly: that 
a space platform can be put into 
the sky in our lifetimes and the 
nation who puts it there can rule 
the world. The ways for doing it 
have been discovered.

ERE are the six most common 
decorating mistakes and how 
to correct them: 


1. Lack of color scheme. Hap- 
hazard color is only one color 
fault. Rooms also fall short of 
good scheming because they lack 
interesting color and because they 
combine too many drab colors, 
too many that are equally light, 
medium or dark or too many 
bright colors. Choose colors that 
are a jov to look at and scheme 
them to flatter the room and each 
other. Simplify color schemes by 
reducing the number of colors, 
use them in well defined areas 
rather than scatter them about. 
Contrast light with dark, and 
bright with quiet shades. 

2 Lonesome pictures. When 
pictures fly too high and alone 
they do not decorate the room. 
Bring them down to relate to fur- 
niture below and the pictures 
themselves are more interesting, 
the decorating improves and the 
room takes on a more comforta- 
ble look. For a general rule, hang 
a large single picture so its cen- 
ter of interest is five feet five 
and one-half inches from. the 
floor.

3. Skimpy, window treatments.

Make one pattern the most im- 
portant one and choose others

It Takes Lots of Brains, Energy, 
and $169,000 a Week to Produce 


90-Minute Performance Starring

NEW YORK, April 26. 


VERY Saturday night American televiewers are privileged for 
the paltry sum of less than a penny to watch a $169,000 show. 
During the 90 minutes that this show, the full-size Broadway 


revue, “Your Show of Shows,” is on display, a TV set uses up about 
three-fourths of a cent of electricity. For this portion of a penny, 
TV set owners get some of video’s most sparkling and sophisticated 
entertainment. .Produced at a cost of approximately $1880 per 
minute, including broadcast time charges, “Your Show of Shows” 
costs $6,600,000 for a season of 39 shows, all of which the televiewer 
can watch without boosting the electric bill by more than 30 cents; 


Starring Sid Caesar and his 
pixie sidekick, Imogene Coca, 
“Your Show of Shows” each week 
requires the efforts of some 200 
people — dancers, singers, musi- 
cians, designers, wardrobe work- 
ers, carpenters, stagehands, cam- 
eramen, prop men, engineers and 
assorted technicians. Working at 
top speed every day in the week 
except Sunday from nine to six 
and sometimes until 10 and ll 
o'clock at night under the direc- 
tion of veteran theatrical pro- 
ducer Max Liebman, the ‘Show 
of Shows” company each week 
turns out a brand-new Broadway 
revue. 


“People are always asking us 
how we do it,” Liebman, owner, 
producer and director of ‘Your 
Show of Shows,” says. “My an- 
swer is: I wonder myself.” 


Promptly at 9 a.m. every Mon- 
day, the “Show of Shows” com- 
pany, a permanent organization 
known as the Max Liebman Pro- 
ductions, Inc., starts building the 
production that will be seen the 
next Saturday night (KSD-TV 8 
p.m.) In offices and rehearsal 
halls on the four floors occupied 
by’ Liebman Productions in New 
York’s City Center Theater build- 
ing, the company meets in spec- 
ialized groups. 

In one room, writers Mel 
Tolkin, Lucille Kallen and Mel 
Brooks meet with Liebman, Cae- 
sar and Miss Coca to begin work 
developing the rough of a sketch 
for the week’s show. Musical 
director Charles Sanford and his 
‘staff meet to tackle the gigantic 
job of making the musical ar- 
rangements and timing of all 
music on the show, no easy chore 
since there are approximately 52 
minutes of music in the average 
“Show of Shows.” 

In another room, Paul duPont 
and his staff start work on the 
costuming for the show, while in 
other parts of the building Clay 
Warnick, the choral director be- 
gins work with the show’s sing- 
ers, Frederick Fox and his staff 
work on settings and lighting and 
James Starbuck, the show’s chore- 
ographer, begins work with his 
staff on the staging of the dances 
and musical numbers. 

* * * 

N still other reoms the Billy 
| Witliams Quartet may be prac- 

ticing, the Hamilton Trio may 
be working on a dance routine 
and tenor Bill Hayes, who ap- 
peared with the St. Louis Munici- 
pal Opera last summer, may be 
rehearsing a duet with Judy 
Johnson, 

Each day of rehearsals brings 
the show nearer to its final shape 
and by Friday “Your Show of 
Shows” is ready for its.first run- 
through and full rehearsal with 
music. Saturday morning, the 
company moves to New York's 
International Theater in Colum- 
bus Circle for seven full hours 
of rehearsal, with an additional 
dress rehearsal on camera from 
5:30 to 7 p.m. 

During this dress rehearsal 
Liebman and his executive staff 
watch the show on a televisjon 
set in a basement room of the 
theater. As the show unfolds on 
the screen, Liebman dictates to 
a secretary last-minute changes 
he wants made and a 45-minute 
re-rehearsal is held before the 
show goes on the network at 9 
p.m., E.S.T. 


“Then 90 minutes later the 


show is over,” Liebman says, “‘and 
you'd think we'd all breathe a 
sigh of relief. But we don’t, The 


minute that show is over, we're 
faced with the realization that 
we've got to do a new show next 
week. For my part I just feel 
limp. I take my wife out to din- 
ner after the show, go home and 
go to bed. On Sunday, I start 
thinking about next Saturday's 
show. Producers like Moss Hart 


and Max Gordon have asked me 


how we do it. Actually, the 39 
revues we do in a season are 
equal, between the time the cur- 
tain goes up and comes down, to 
20 Broadway shows. Gordon and 
Hart have both told me that if 
they had to do 20 shows a season 
they’d be ready for the guy with 
the big net.” 
* * * 

HEN Liebman was invited by 
W xec in 1950 to produce a 90- 

minute revue he came to tele- 
vision with a reputation in the 
theater as an adroit “fixer” of 
faltering musical shows. He also 
came with the agreement that he 
was to have an independent hand 
and free exercise of his own ideas. 
Building his revue around Coca 
and Caesar, Liebman came up 
with a revue form that had never 
been seen in the theater, in the 
movies, or in television to that 
time. The revue had everything 
in it from slapstick to opera. The 
popular response was immediate. 
Today “Your Show of Shows” has 
won more top awards than any 
other program in television. 

The headaches connected with 
producing this 90-minute weekly 
production are legion. One of the 
biggest is timing the show for 
the half-hour automatic station 
breaks. 

“It means we conclude the show 
three times instead of once,” Lieb- 
man explains, “If the break cuts

in three seconds before the end- 
ing of a number, it might as 
well have cut the number in half.” 
Musical Director Sanford, pick- 
ed by Liebman when he was care- 
fully putting together his organi- 
zation, is known as “the man 
with the stopwatch mind.” San- 
ford must often make up for lost 
time by picking up a fifth of a 
second on each four bars of music, 
in order to hit the station breaks 
accurately. He works with one 
eye on the music and the script 
and one eye on the stopwatch. 


Another key man in the Lieb- 
man organization is Director Bill 
Hobin. Hobin is probably the 
only television director in the 
business who does his directing 
from the musical score instead of 
from the script. At one time a 
dance-band. drummer, he was 
studying cinema production at 
the University of Southern Cali-

fornia when he went in the Naval 
Air Corps. In 1948 he went to 
work for NBC in Chicago and be- 
fore l6éng became camera director 
for the Garroway show, 


“YT find that my musical train- 
ing is an enormous help,” says 
Hobin, who reads a musical score 
like a man reading the evening 
papers. “It gives me a_ basic 
rhythm for the camera work. If I 
have any theories about TV cam- 
era work, they’re based on movie 
techniques—the use of dissolves, 
cutting and an essential mobility.” 


Each week “Your Show of 
Shows” has a special guest. Guest 
stars are selected by NBC with 
Liebman’s approval, and have in- 
cluded such big names as Ger- 
trude Lawrence—who, incidental- 
ly, was paid $5000 for her first 
appearance on any TV screen— 
Cedric Hardwicke, Rex Harrison, 
John Hodiak, both Joan and Con- 
stance Bennett, Fred Allen, Sarah

Each pro- 
gram requires a _ specialty solo 
from each of them, a husband and 
wife skit, a comic bit with the 
guest star of the evening, and two 
additional Caesar-Coca numbers. 
Since the program began in Feb- 
rury of 1950, Caesar and Coca 
have repeated few sketches and 
then usually by popular demand 
of their TV fans. 


Liebman considers Caesar and 
Miss Coca, both now among the 
highest paid stars in television, as 
the most talented comedian and 
comedienne in the business. 


“Sid has an unequaled gift of 
pantomime,” Liebman says. “He 
will put on an imaginary coat and 
not only will you know whether 
it's a winter or a summer coat, 
but you'll also know whether it’s 
a herringbone or a stripe.” 


Liebman calls Miss Coca “a 
real red-nosed clown,” which in 
the theatrical profession is the 
highest accolade a comedienne 
can receive. 

Biggest problem on “Your Show 
of Shows” is what Liebman calls 
“the horrendous way in which it 
devours material.” 

“Each production eats up 
enough comedy and music to feed 
a Broadway revue,” he says. “But 
so far we've been able to do our 
job of building quality shows an 
a creative basis.” 

Besides the $2,000,000 Liebman 
organization, numbering 200 peo- 
ple, “Your Show of Shows” also 
requires the services of a 25- 
man technical staff from NBC 
and a 20-man crew for the re- 
hearsals and actual show at the 
International Theater. Music is 
drawn from the Liebman organi- 
zation’s private $250,000 music li- 
brary of arrangements, orches- 
trations and scores. 

Liebman estimates that talent 
and production costs for the pro- 
gram has increased three times 
over what it was when it first 
hit the air, which accounts for the 
fact that it has a budget for this 
season of $6,600,000, including 
broadcast time charges. This 
means, as said earlier, that the 
public gets a $169,000 show every 
week for less than a copper's 
worth of current.

On Monday, April 14, the Federal Communications Commission lifted its ban on 
the building of new TV stations. To provide the maximum number of stations, 
the FCC has increased the number of TV channels by providing a new frequency 
band known as UHF.

It takes spunk and determina- 
tion to have an Atlanta garden in 
St. Louis, but Mrs. Walker Hill 
has wrought this miracle. Her 
home on sedate Cecil avenue, 
Clayton, affords a glimpse of 
Dixie that charms even the casual 
passer-by. . 

Not only has Mrs. Hill used 
plant materials in the Southern 
manner, but she has moved choice 
trees and shrubs from the deep 
South. Boxwood hedges that line 
the front walk came from her 
own garden in Atlanta, and each 
plant was numbered before it was 
lifted and brought to St. Louis. 

Many fine specimens of mag- 
nolia grandiflora also were moved 
from Atlanta, and pink and white 
azaleas came from Memphis. Eng- 
lish lead whippets that flank the 
doorway once graced Creive Hall, 
a Nashville estate. These materi- 
als have been artfully used in a 
series of distinctive gardens, 
planned by Miss Edith Mason, 
landscape architect. 

There wasn’t a vestige of a 
planting when the Hills bought 
the property 10 years ago. Now

He cited. examples 
where building firms had ac- 
quired large tracts of land for 
future development but were un- 
able to go ahead with the work 
because so much of their capital 
was tied up in vacant homes.

already have had to lay off men 
because of Government restric- 
tions on credit and materials, al- 
though recently the industry ap- 
pears to have been getting 
enough materials to assure con- 
struction of close to 1,000,000 
homes this year. The big head- 
ache right now is selling the 
homes, not building them. 
Brockbank said the Govern- 
ment should remove, or at least 
relax, the housing credit restric- 
tions to get the home-building 
market back on an even keel. 
The Federal Reserve Board is- 
sued its Regulation X on Oct. 
12, 1950, when the mobilization 
program was just getting under 
way, to help curb what then 
looked like the start of a run- 
away inflation. 

On new homes costing $7000 
or less, the required down pay- 
ment for non-veterans is only 
10 per cent. That rate rises to 
15 per cent on homes costing 
more than $7000 but not more 
than $10,000, and then steps up 
gradually to a top of 50 per 
cent on homes costing more 
than $24,500. For veterans, the 
down payments range from 4 per 
cent in the lowest sales price 
bracket to 45 per cent in the 
$24,500-and-up group.

PPLE pie is one of the most popular American desserts 
A and there are dozens of ways of preparing it. Mrs. 
Edward Linneman of Webster Groves prefers an 
open-face apple pie and corrects the blandness of the 
apples with lemon juice and nutmeg. 

To make the pie crust, Mrs. Linneman sifts flour, salt 
and baking powder into a bowl. Lard is cut into the flour 
mixture and blended until crumbly. Cold water is added a 
little at a time, dough mixed lightly, and then gathered into 
a ball. Part of the dough is pinched off and rolled one 
eighth inch thick on a floured pastry cloth. Rolled crust is 
doubled over, then eased into a pie plate and edge is

Bud knot, from which canes 
start, should be almost at surface. Planting too deep is 
worse than crea too shallow. A chemical fertilizer 
is sprinkled over the surface of bed and is raked in. 
Fertilizer is important because it serves as food for 
the soil bacteria that break down the mulching materials.

HOSE who would like to establish a vir- 

tually permanent flower bed in the sim- 

plest and easiest way would do well to 
consider using floribunda roses. Hardly any 
other plant will give so much bloom for so 
many years with so little care. Not only are 
these large-flowered cluster roses both sturdy 
and winter-hardy, but year after year they 
will faithfully produce a fine profusion of 
May-to-Thanksgiving bloom. 

Unlike the more finicky hybrid tea rose, 
floribundas are good mixers. They grow hap- 
pily in the company of bulbs, annuals or 
perennials. The hedge of Else Poulsen roses 

ictured here in process of being planted is 
ter with a two-foot flower border designed 
to yield a geen: | show of color. For 
very early spring ere are snowdrops, 
squills, crocuses and daffodils. White arabis 
and creeping phlox drape the low rock wall 
in April, and with them are clumps of wild 
sweet William and Virginia bluebells. After 
frost danger has passed, blue ageratum and 
pink and white petunias will be added, giving 
the ruffled pink roses a floral accompaniment 
that should last until autumn frost. 

Since floribundas are a long-term invest- 
ment, they ought to be planted with consider- 
able care. Although roses are partial to clay, 
a substantial quantity of compost was mixed 
into the adobe-like soil of the . Thanks to 
its heavy mulch of oak tow, this bed will 
require a minimum of weeding, and it will 
need to be watered only in the driest weather. 

Since the Else Poulsen rose is subject to 
mildew, the plants should be sprayed regu- 
larly. They can be fed and sprayed in a 
single operation, however, if one of the new 
foliage fertilizers is combined with an all- 


purpose rose spray.

NSTEAD of compelling inmates and family visitors to talk 
through a grating, the Federal District Penitentiary at 
Mexico City permits convicts to have guests in their cells. _ 

On visiting day, once a week, mothers, wives and children are 
admitted. Baskets of food are opened, and for two hours pris- 
oners enjoy a semblance of normal family life. Prison authori- 
ties are even lenient about admitting common law wives. 

The policy of occasionally relaxing surveillance is of: 
a rehabilitation program in which prisoners also are helped 
by social and legal counsellors to qualify for parole. Prison 
life includes a daily four-hour exercise schedule, except on 
Sundays; all but those convicts in solitary confinement are 
given work at which they earn money they can spend on 
extra food and entertainment. Mexican law forbids life 
imprisonment and capital punishment, sets a top limit of 30 
years on prison sentences.

BOSTON. 
HERE WAS a meeting at 74 
Fenwood Rd. not long ago. 
A man got up, called the 
meeting to order and asked 
that the minutes be read. 

Was this an old-fashioned New 
England town meeting? Not at all. 

That building, 74 Fenwood Rd., is 
the Boston Psychopathic Hospital. 

And in that meeting lies an excit- 
ing story—a story of an amazing ap- 
proach to the treatment of mental 
sickness. 

@ For, at Boston Psychopathic, the 
freedoms of our democracy — the 
freedoms of expression and assem- 
bly—are being used successfully to 
help treat illnesses of the mind. 

@ Patients at the Hospital actually 
have their own government, which 
is organized like a town council. 

@ That meeting a few nights ago 
was made up entirely of patients 
with serious mental disorders like 
schizophrenia and paranoia. 

@ How does Boston Psychopathic’s 
“patient government” help sufferers 
of mental disease? 

Drs. Harry C. Solomon and Robert 
W. Hyde, who head the Hospital 
Staff, put it this way: 

“Taking part in their own govern- 
ment gives patients an opportunity 
for self-expression, for self-esteem. 

“It encourages patients to become 
interested in the problems of their 
‘community.’ It teaches them how to 
participate in a free society.”

some patients, the doctors Say. 

Take the case of one woman from 
the Boston area. Call her Mrs.

FTER SERVING in patient govern- 
ment, he started to improve.

Say the two directors of the Hos- 
pital staff: 

“Patient government has not only 
helped shorten some patients’ ill- 
nesses, but it has also provided them 
with a basic ability to ‘get along’ 
after they leave the hospital.” 

How did “patient government” 
start? ‘ 

@ About four years ago, patients in 
Ward 5 called a nurse to their ward. 
They were discussing ward problems 
and what might be done to solve 
those problems. 

@ That nurse and the doctors en- 
couraged the patients to continue 
their discussions informally. | 

@ Then, in 1948, the informal group 
developed into a formal organiza- 
tion—complete with a patient-writ- 
ten constitution. 

e@ Officers were elected and each 


ward in the hospital elected ‘‘ward 
representatives.”’ Meetings and new 
elections were scheduled. 

Since then, patient government 
has thrived. Both men and women, 
(the Hospital usually has about 120 
patients), have served as officers 
and ward representatives. 

They’ve literally made 1,001 sug- 
gestions to the Hospital staff, many 
of which have been accepted. 


What Have They Done? 


ERE ARE some of the things pa- 
tient government has voted 
in its Monday night meetings: 

A resolution to paint two of the 
wards. This was carried out by pa- 
tients who volunteered. 

A resolution to stage variety shows 
with patients as entertainers. There 
have been several of these. 

A resolution to change meal hours 
to make them more convenient and 
to establish an evening coffee hour. 
Both are now in effect. 

A resolution to buy two television 
sets. Patients themselves raised the 
money and bought the sets. : 

A resolution to repair a tennis 
court on hospital grounds. 

The patients don’t use the govern- 
ment solely for their own ends. 

In one meeting, they passed a 
resolution about student nurses. 

The minutes of that meeting read: 

“The president asked that pa- 
tients be as helpful to new student 


nurses as possible.

When that happens, the staff 
member explains just why the hos- 
pital does what it does. 

@ Not long ago, one patient was 
asked why certain materials in the 
hospital weren’t labelled. 

@ He explained that there was no 
personnel to do the job. (Boston 
Psychopathic is state-supported.) 

@ So, the patients said, “We'll do 
the job.” And they did it. 

e@ Of course, every request made by 
patient government is not granted 
automatically. 

If patients suggest the purchase 
of some piece of equipment, or a 
change in hospital routine, they 
have to justify the request in a 
meeting with staff members. 

There has to be free debate—free 
“give and take’-before a controver 
Sial issue is decided. 

As one patient said: 

“When I came in here a week ago 
I had terrible fears. I was afraid 
that all the things they say on the 
outside about places like this were 
true. But now I know all those peo- 
ple were wrong.”

N A TRAIN SPEEDING toward San 

Francisco the other day passen- 

gers gathered at the windows in 
astonishment. 

A young man in a small car was rac- 
ing the train along a busy highway near 
this city. 

But astonishment turned to disgust 
as the passengers saw the frightened 
woman crouched in the front (or “sui- 
cide’’) seat beside the fast driver. 

In and out of traffic the car ran, for 
miles, racing the streamliner at per- 
haps 80 mph. 

“Why that girl looks scared to death,” 
said a trainman. “That guy ought to be 
ashamed of himself!” 

This woman was riding with a reck- 
less driver. But traffic experts are begin- 
ning to believe that millions of women 
are nervous when they ride beside their 
husbands on busy roads—even though 
the husbands may be good drivers. 

It’s an idea for male drivers in every 
State to think about. 

In Waycross, Ga., the other day, the 
pretty housewife in the photograph

What Dr. Youmans Found 


terviewing women drivers, was 
there and asked her: 

“How about you, Mrs. Youmans? Do 
you get nervous when your husband is 
driving?” 

Mrs. Youmans, whose husband is. 
known to his friends as a good and care- 
ful driver, smiled. 

“Indeed I do,” she laughed. “He is a 
very careful driver, but when he drives 
fast I get hiccups!” 

Dr. Youmans grinned. “It’s true,” he 
said. “But now that we’ve noticed it I try 
to keep my wife from ever feeling ner- 
vous in traffic!”’ 

@ What Dr. and Mrs. Youmans reported 
was a serious matter for women. For 
psychologists say that anyone who is re- 
peatedly frightened in traffic over @ 
period of months or years can actually

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develop a traffic phobia, which is harm- 
ful, as is any phobia. 

e “If husbands only knew this—and if 
they only knew how many wives suffer 
in silence, they would go to great pains 
(as Dr. Youmans does) to guard them 
against traffic frights,” says Prof. A. R. 
Lauer of Iowa State College. 


One Woman Walked! 

66 UT EVEN THE best male drivers 

don’t realize how many women 
fear traffic. 

@ “The trouble is: most women won’t 

say so. They keep their fears to them- 

selves—and this harms them even more.” 

“What men forget is that a woman in 
the ‘suicide seat’ has no steering wheel 
to hold for a sense of security!” 

A radio station secretary here in 
Salem, Ore., told the State Traffic 
Safety Division: 

“I can’t relax when I’m riding with my 
husband. Once I went 45 hours without 
a wink on a long trip with him!” 

Another wife reported: 

@ “My husband always has to pass any 
car he sees ahead of him. He grips the 
wheel like a bulldog and won’t give up.” 
@ And Oregon troopers recently ques- 
tioned a woman they found walking on 
the road after midnight in heavy rain. 
@ “I got out of my husband’s car two 
miles back because he had too much to 
drink,” she said. 

@ “I hope you throw him in jail.” 

@ And a 25-year-old clerk said: 

“My husband’s driving does not 

frighten me except in 5 o’clock traffic. 
Then he gets mad and impatient. He 
scares the wits out of me!” 
@ But one woman in Washington, D. C., 
summed up what most of several score 
women interviewed by PARADE re- 
ported: 

“I used to caution my husband or tell 
him I was afraid,” she said. “But I found 
that caused arguments. 

“Now I just keep my thoughts to my- 
self if I get scared.” 

“I worry, sometimes, for our children, 
though.” 
® A 33-year-old mother says: 

“My husband drives like a football 
Player. He’d make a good broken-field 
runner and he tries to drive the same 
way, cutting in and out of traffic. I get 
awfully scared. 

“I get so frightened that in busy traf- 
fic I get car-sick.” 


Her Hands Get Cold 


HE 42-veEaR-OLD wife of a writer 
[says 

“My husband Bill thinks he’s a 
good driver, but he passes on hills and I 
nearly crawl under the dashboard in 
fright. 

“After each trip I’m a wreck.” 

@ One husband told PARADE: 

“My wife doesn’t mind open roads, but 
on a busy highway one day she seemed 
nervous and I felt her hands. They were 
cold as ice. Suddenly I told myself: 


HUBBY doesn't know his wife's fears .. . 


‘Why, the poor kid is scared to death 
and won’t say so!’ 

@ A pretty Forest Hills, N. Y., wife said: 
“My husband is a good driver ... but 
sometimes I shut my eyes and pray.” 
@ The wife of a Connecticut architect 
reported: 

“My husband always loses his.temper. 
I’m afraid now to take a trip with him 
because I know an argument with some 
other driver always results. 


Will Safety Harness Help? 


LL THIS doesn’t mean that all wives 
get nervous. But about half of 
those interviewed by PARADE ex- 
pressed anxiety. 

In Waycross, Dr. Youmans commented: 
@ “i think it’s something every husband 
should remember. I’m glad my wife 
spoke up, because it may help other men, 
too, to be conscious of their wives’ fears!” 

But it’s not all the husbands’ fault. 

As any man knows, riding in the “sui- 
cide seat” can frighten men, too! 

“What's lacking,” said Dr. Youmans, 
“is that sense of security! Noone in the 
right front seat has a steering wheel to 
hold, or a brake to push in sudden stops.” 

Are safety straps a solution? Will such 
straps on the right front seat give wives 
the same security an airline passenger 
feels when he snaps his safety belt 
tightly into place? 

It could be. Safety straps will soon be 
on the market. But not even these will 
give wives the peace of mind that comes 
from a husband’s thoughtful driving! &
